The death of Charles Thompson at the 
City Hospital Monday night adds the mys- 
tery of murder to the unexplained shooting 
of the infirm old man in his bedroom at 1123 
Locust street before dayligat Sunday morn- 
ing.

of those dark mycteries of crime not fre- 
quent even in a great city. 

Six of the best city detectives and three 
skilled special officers from the Central Po- 
lice District. though working diligently two 
days and nights, have been unable to un- 
ravel the tangled skein. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond detailed on 
the case Detectives Harrington, Schmidt, 
Tracy, Guion, Killian and Murphy. Capt. 
Reynolds of the Central district sent out 
epectst Officers Bambrick, Roach and 
“inan. 

These officers have run down clew after 
clew, each ending in a blind alley of noth- 
ingness. Chief esmond is unable, from 
the evidence thus.far placed before him, to 
form a theory as to the motive of the mur- 
der. Capt. Reynolds is equally in the dark. 
He says: 

‘This is one of the most mysterious cases 
I have ever dealt with. We are unable so 
far to get any tangible lead. It may have 
been a murder for’ purposes of robbery. 
Then, again, it may have been simply an 
assassination for an old — or enmity. 

‘‘There is just as much foundation for the 
latter theory as for.the former. 


Everybody Is

The 
power to imprison must ve plainly given 
and, when given, must be eonferrad upon a 
judicial officer and, when exercised, it must 
be done judicially and according to the due 
process of law.” 

This course of reasoniag lead the court te 
the conclusion that the ordinance providing 
for the holding in imprisenment of recalci- 
trant prisoers beyond the periods of their 
punishment by the courts by the workhcuse 
keeper is uaconstitutional. 

The court at last presumes that a jury 
knows something and says so in affirming 
the case of Goldsmith against Wamsganz. 

The appellant took the case up because 
the trial judge had refused to instruct the 
jury as to the meaning of the word ‘‘em- 
ploy.’ The court disposes of the appeal 
by saying that juries are presumed td be 
composed of men of average intelligence 
who understand the meaning of ordinary 
english words. 


In the case of Goldsmith against the St. 

Candy Co., the appellant asked the 

court to set aside a verdict of a jury for 

attorney fees on the ground that it was 

excessive. Judge Bland took the case hu- 
morously, and said, in affirming it: 

“The observation of the beneh and the 
experience of the bar has been that jurors 
as a rule scale down, lop off and mutilate 
fee bills of an attorney-at-law, when put 
in their hands for allowance, instead of 
allowing the whole bill, together with -in- 
terest ,as was done,in this case.

SENATOR HAWLEY TELLS HOW IT 
WILL BE RAISED. 


AT PRESIDENTS DISCRETION 


Enlisted Strength to Be Held Un to a 
Maximum Figure, With No In- 
crease in Officers. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov 2.—Senator Haw- 
ley, chairman of the senate military com- 
mittee, said today that work on an army 
bill would be begun as soon as Secretary 
Root returns from Cuba. 

“It is my opinion that an army of not 
less than 100,000 men, and perhaps mcre, 15 
needed at the present time. I think a meas- 
ure might be passéd empowering the Pres!- 
dent to use his discretion in determining 
the extent and exact size of the army.’ 

High officials connected with the war 
department say that they are not going to 
ask Congress for a permanent enlisted 
strength of 100,000 men for the regular army 
or for an addition to the number of offi- 
lists. 

It is learned from authoritative sources 
in the department that a bill is belng pre- 
pared which will be presented to Congress, 
providing ‘for a permanent minimum 
strength of 50,000 men in the regular army 
and at the same time conferring authority 
on, the President to double this number in 
case of need¥to 100,000 men. This is to_be 
done, not by forming new regiments, but 
by adding enlisted men to the existing or- 
gunized companies without at all inecreas- 
ing the number of commissioned officers. 
This arrangement would bring the army 
more in harmony with the modern methods 
of organization which tend to ‘arge com- 

Senator Hawley, in the course of an in- 
terview, said: 

“In my opinioh, an army of not less than 
| 100,000 and perhaps more should be main- 
tained at the present time. In the near fu- 
ture, of course, there may be cause for a 
reduction. I think a, measure might be 
passed empowering the President to usc 
his discretion to a great ex'ent in determin- 
ing the exact strength of the army, not 
to exceed the maximum fixed by 
Under conditions such 48 those 
existing at present, for.instance, the Pres- 
ident could recruit an army of whatever 
proportions he deemed necessary to handle 
the Filipino insurrection and upon the con- 
clusion of the work he could reduce the 
number of troops in proportion to existing 
needs. This, I think, would be a most ex- 
cellent solution of the whole problem.”
